Unatemala and Salvador. 


Crrr OF GUATEMALA, Oct. 7.—Advices 


received hero say the Guatemalans and 
Salvadorians are fighting again on the 
frontier. It states war has again been 
precipitated, owing to the inability of 
the Guatemalan 
government to ex- 


change prisoners with Salvador. The 
first named government shot every Sal- 
vadorian soldier captured in the late 
war. No particulars as to the locality 
where the fight had taken place are re- 
ceived beyond the fact that it has oc- 
curred on the borders of the two coun- 
tries. Great efforts to keep the news 
of the conflict quiet are being made by 
Guatemala. 


Barrillashas not been satisfied with 


the peace treaty brought about by the 
diplomatic corps and it has been a gen. 
erally accepted opinion that a new war 
would break out at the close of the 
coffee gathering season, but no one was 
prepared for so early an opening of 
hostilities. 


Guatemalan finances are at present in 


a very bad condition, but it is under- 
stood that a part of the cotton loan will 
soon be delivered. She also lacks gen- 
eral ammunition and troops. In every 
way Salvador is in a better way to sustain 
war than her larger enemy. 
Ezeta has 


the full confidence of the masses and the 
officers of her army are superior to those 
of Guatemala. It IB stated that Salva- 
dor has1 plenty of money and can get 
almost any amount she wants. Some of 
the articles of tho peace treaty have 
been considered by Salvador as not 
favorable to her dignity and the Salva- 
dorians are prepared to fight again, but 
more earnestly than ever.

AMERICAN SEALERSg , 


Who Hunt in Behrlug Sea Will Fly 


the British Flap;. 


SAN FRAXOISCO, Oct. 7.— All Ameri- 


can sealers who have hunted in Behring 
Sea last season will fly the British flag 
next year. Elaine's "vigorous foreign 
policy" is the cause of the move. 
American sealers claim that most unjust 
discrimination is made against them in 
Behring Sea. The revenue cutters com- 
pel them to work outside the nine mile 
limit under pain of seizure in tho event 
oUresspass. British sealers have been 
advised by representatives of their gov- 
ernment that they will not be molested 
and consequently they run right up to 
the rookeries and kill as they please as 
long as they do not actually set foot on 
shore. This puts Americans under a 
big disadvantage and their catches in 
Behring Sea have not come near thow 
of the British.
